The Polk nnd Texas Creed. 


The National Convention which nominated 


Polk and Dallas at Baltimore have dressed up 
anew ,ind presented the party creed which is to 
triumph in tlu1 election ot' those gentle.mpid. 
We omit so iniicli of that erred as is mere flum- 
mery—words of pleasant Mound and no meaii'inr 
—and present the balance with a few explanato- 
ry comments.

Boldly avowed, Messieurs! We will treat you 


to the commentary of one of your own organs^ 
the New-York Evening Post, which, after hear- 
tily commending the other resolutions, saya ot 
thisf 


"There is one of them which does not appear 


so clear to us, or rather which seems in flagrant 
contradiction to nearly all the rest. We mean 
that which refers to the 'reoccopation of the 
Oregon and the reaiinexation of Texas,' as great 
American measures.™ -it seems' to us that, so tar 
Ironi being great American measures, they are 
little local measures, which have been factiouily 
made to usurp, for a time, a large share of atten- 
tion. 


" As to the reannexation of Texas 'at the 


earliest practicable pet iod,1 we have no objection 
to it, if the persons who are now so hot in the 
pursuit of that object will wait till such period 
arrives. 
We take it tor granted that by 'practi- 


cable' here is meant, not merely convenient for 
speculators, but in accordance with the dictates 
ot honesty and good 
faith." The 
Convention 


have resolved that 'it is inexpedient and danger- 


powers,' 


gress of this party readily vote without stint or 
scruple for special,local, partial works of Inter- 
nal Improvement, which happen to benefit t,heir 
particular districts—this is all right and consti 
tutional—but any comprehensive, uniform, gen- 
eral system of Internal Improvement* is grave- 
ly denounced aa unconstitutional! 


3. That the Constitution does not confer authori- 


ty upon the Federal Government, directly or indi- 
rectly, to assume the d«bts ofthe several States, 
contracted for local internal improvements,or other 
State purposes; nor would such assumption be just 
and expedient.

Union who advocate any such Assumption,and 
no more danger of its sucgess than ol a railroad 
to the rnoon. 
But, sirs, if it be so utterly un- 


warranted to assume the debts of our own States, 
contracted in the prosecution of enterprise! many 
of which have benefited our whole Poeple, what 
do you think of assuming the', vast debta of Tex- 
-as=arPoreign~eeitratryT~ WhVe do you find au- 
thority for that? 


4. .That justice and sound policy forbid the Fed- 


eral Government to foster one branch of industry to 
the betriment of another, or to cherish the interest 
of one portion to the injury ol another portion of our 
common country—that every citizen and every 
section of the country has a right to demand aud in- 
sist upon an equality of rights and privileges, and to 
complete and ample protectien of persons and.pro- 
perty from domestic violence or foreign aggression. 


This is a very sneaking and cowardly way 


of declaring hostility to the Protective TarirJ.—- 
Enlightened Protection, such as is affordtd by 
our present Tariff, dues not "foster one branch 
of Industry to the detriment of another," (as the 
ship-owners, merchants and planters,whom you 
temporarily deceived in 1840 have iound by ac- 
tual experience,) but to the advantage and bene- 
fit of all. 


5. That it is the duty of every branch of the Gov- 


ernment to enforce and practice the most rigid econ- 
omy in conducting our.> public affairs, and that no 
more revenue ought to be raised than is required 
to defray the lecessary expenses ofthe govern- 
ment. --

The country recollects the "economy" of Mr 


Van Buren's Administration—its buying cord- 
wood at $40 a cord in the forests of Florida and 
bringing bloodhounds at $100 each from Cuba 
to hunt Indians, &c. &c. Two years ago you 
insisted that the Whig Tariff would not raise 
revenue enough: now you try to insinuate that 
it will afford too much.

The wretched cant about a Bank created 
by law and responsible to Congress being "a- 
bove the laws and will of the People," is too 
gross an insult to the popular intelligence to 
merit re ply.

taining to their own affairs, not prohibited by the

Protection to Home Industry. 


One of the prominent and vital issues in the ap- 


proaching presidential elections, whether the in- 
dustry of the country shall receive an adequate pro- 
tection from foreign competition, or be left unpro- 
tected and uncared for, to be overrun by the intro- 
duction of foreign manufactures.
